Tho reports of millom 
at this season are apt to bo iulluenced by thoir 
position as holders of largo stocks'oroswould- 
bo buyers, and the stock of wheat hold by 
somebody in tho country is certainly much 
larger than usual. Tho produce exchange 
bulletin, indeed, makos the stock on hand 
July 1 as much as 1^8,000,000 bushels, but to 
reach this result it assumes that 50,000,000 
bushels wero hold a year ago, which is proba- 
bly much too;' high an estimate'; allows only 
145,781,773 bushels for exports, in : twelve 
mouths, whereas tho net exports have been a 
littlo larger, and supposes that only IX 
bushels to tho acre are used for SOK!, though 
\}£ bushels is tho more freaernl allowance. 
lt-s estimates of homo .consumption tor food 
and manufactures arc at tho rate of 4.3'bush- 
c-ls per capita, which is a little above tha 
average for tho post sixteen years. J3ut with 
all possible .corrections, it appears that moro 
than 00,OOO.JQO bushels-must havo been added 
to the surplus held .'one yeav ago, whatever 
that may luivo been.

Earthquake Now Hoaoh 5,000. 


U, Aug. 1.— Tho burials of tho vic- 


tims of the eart&qualco continued throughout 
the day. 
Two hundred and eighty bodies 


were buried at Casumicciola, ninety at Lac- 
co, and twenty-nine at Foi-io. The latest esti- 
mate plaew the number of death! at between 
four and five thousrfud. As it would be im- 
possible to recover and bury all the bodies, 
Sonor Gonala, tho minister of public works, 
had ordered that, in view of the horrible ex- 
halations from decomposing remains, unre- 
eovered corpses be loft whore they lie and 
liquid lima bo poured over tho ruins made by 
tho eortiiquftko. Casamicciola will thus be 
converted into a vast cemetery.
